J uly 4, 1856, stood In the little « rove 
about seventy rods west of me resi­

Bryant. Tne committee appealed oy 
tne Bureau County Early riutilers a* 
sociatlon visited me « rounds Tues­ 
day morning and fixed the exact loca, 
tion. Tn 
committee was composed 
of J . M. MeComne, o. G. Paddock, Ar­ 
thur Bryant, Onaries T. Wi« « ins and 
H. U. Bailey. All except me last 
namedatteoded the meeting and beard 
tbe speecn of Mr. Lincoiu. In addition 
to tnose present tne committee nad 
statements from others who attended 
me meeting. Among these are Peter 
Bryant, of ilolton, Kan., who beard 
Mr. Linooin. Mr. Bryant, although 
absent from Princeton for many years,

buildings, 
driveways, orchard 
and the timber and marked the spot 
where he believes tne staud was lo­ 
cated on whicn Mr. Llucoin stood.

The Bennington at the tim e of the 
Occident was lying in the stream just 
oft' the com mercial w harf at the foot 
of II street. 
The w arship had 
re­ 
ceived orders from the navy depart­ 
m ent at W ashington to sail yesterday 
m orning for Port H artford, w here she 
w as to m eet the m onitor W yom ing and 
convoy the vessel to M are island navy 
yard.
